1 . Claims 25 and 27-29 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art failed to 
establish a flexible printed wiring board with a metal bump located in an opening formed in a 
resin coating, where the metal bump having a greater thickness than the resin and connected to a 
metal film, where the resin coat removed a the top portion of the metal bump and where the resin 
coat consists of a first resin coat made of a rigid resin close contacted to metal film and a second 
resin coat having adhesive close contacted to first resin coat.
